New Orleans, I.a., February 22. — Today’s attend- 
ance was by far the largest that witnessed racing 
here this winter and could not be adequately ac- 
commodated at tile Fair Grounds. The crush was 
terrific, with every available inch of space occu- 
pied. Even the big lawn in front of the grand- 
stand was a solid mass of humanity. The infield 
likewise was a vantage point from which thousands 
witnessed the running of some of the races. Half 
of the big crowd were unable to see any of the 
racing excepting at brief intervals. 

Summerlike weather enabled the ladies to display 
the latest creations in dress and millinery and it 
was a wonderful spectacle. 

Interest in the s)»ort was keen and whenever a 
close finish was in prospect, the cheering was deaf- 
ening. The six races were at a mile or over, with 
a handicap at one mile serving as the particular 
feature. It resulted in victory for Grumpy, with 
Fair Helen in second place and Beulah S. third. 
The latter was held in highest esteem, but tired 
badly in the stretch. In addition to the purse the 
owner of the winner received a handsome silver 
cup from the local firm the race was named for, 
and jockey J. McTaggart received a riding saddle 
and bridle. 

Spirited sport was the order throughout with 
several finishes close enough to suit the most ex- 
acting. Favorites won the first three purses and 
its tlie other winners were also aceorded abund- 
ant support, the public fared well. 

K. L. Baker, who underwent a slight operation, 
is progressing well and will be out of the hospital 
iu a few days.

New York, February 22. — At the next meeting 
of the Jockey Club two new amendments to the 
rules will be acted upon, one of which will encour- 
age long-distance races and is of considerable im- 
portance to owners and trainers. The second refers 
to the registration and acceptance of duplicate 
names of horses. 

Schuyler L. Parsons, whose recently proposed new 
selling race rule in regard to surplus money was 
adopted, is sponsor for the proposed amendment, 
which will change Rule 4 and take away the 
power of secretaries to card a short-distance race, 
iu place of a longer one which fails to fill. 

If this rule is adopted, it will become certain 
that only one overnight race at a distance less 
than a mile for horses three years old and over 
shall be given on any race day after June 1 in each 
year. 

Robert L. Gerry is responsible for the amend- 
ment which will not permit a duplication of the 
name of a horse or mare for ten years. Heretofore 
five years was the limit. 

Partnerships have been registered with the Jockey 
Club between Graut Hugh Browne (40 per cent), 
.Mrs. Alice E. Browne (55 per cent), and Dorothy 
B. Browne (25 per cent) iu nine horses that will 
race in the name of Mr. Browne. 

Alfred Henuen Morris, R. W. Walden and R. J. 
Walden have registered a partnership in nine two- 
year-olds. Mr. Morris bus 50 per ceut. and the 
Waldens 25 per cent. each. 

Robert T. McKeevor lias leased tlic racing qual- 
ities of Spriugmass to S. J. Baiocclii until April 
11, 1916. 

An earnest effort will lie made this year by tlie 
members of the Hunts committee of' the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association to put a stop 
to lougli riding at the amateur meetings. A mo- 
tion was also passed at the last meeting of the 
committee, as a result of which special measures 
will lie taken to have all riders in steeplechases, 
specifically informed as to the course they are to 
ride over. This is designed to prevent errors, which 
at times prove detrimental to the best interests 
of the sport.

San Diego, Cal.. February 22.— Afer spending a 
short time here in consultation with, contractors 
and engineers. James W. Coffroth, president of the 
Lower California Jockey Club, said: 

“I have not visited tlie track recently, lint from 
reports I know the repairs will not be as extensive 
as many contemplate. The grandstand is solid and 
will not need any repairs. Of course there is much 
wreckage around it. but the big stand is safe and 
substantial. The clearing of the wreckage will 
make it as good as new. 

"It will not require much work to put the track 
in shape Plenty of teams, men and equipment 

will make quick work of the repairs, while the 
greatest amount of work will be the building of 
a bulkhead in the river. This will be started as 
soon as [Missible and rushed along. 

“There are 159 horses at the Irack now. At 

Coronado there are about twenty. There are thirty 
or more in San Diego and about fifty at Ascot au 
Agricultural Park in Los Angeles. All of these 
horses wilt lie at tlie track for the opening. 

"Let in© add that I hope to open March 25 or 
April 1. Neither date is definite now, but tlie 

actual one will be announced in a few days and 

it may be one of the two mentioned.”

EUGENE LEIGH IN BUSINESS IN FRANCE. 

Lexington, Ky., February 22. — John S. Barbee of 
Glen Helen Stud is in receipt of au interesting 
letter dated January 24. 1916. from II. Eugene 
Leigh, Maisons Laffitte, France, from which the 
following is an extract: 

“I will endeavor to give yon the news and tell 
you how l have lieen weathering tin* storm. You 
can guess ihat when tlie war broke out it caught, 
me horse rich and money poor. Fortunately Hie 
government took all of m.v old horses at from $::<»*) 
to $500 apiece. Then I fed a lot more for a year 
which cost $600 or $700 each, and 1 was forced to 



sell them at $250 to $300 each. The result is that. 
I have held on to eight of the liest young ones, 
which I will probably l>e sorry for. One of m.v 
owners has twenty-four young ones with me, which 
by cutting corners pay for keeping mine. 

“Now, I will tell you a good and bad luck story. 
In the retreat on Paris there were some hundreds 
of cars of bread sent back here and thrown away. 
I picked up about three hundred tons of it. As 1 
had about one hundred hogs on my little island, I 
let them aocummulate and eat bread. The first of 
October I had over six hundred, when along came 
the cholera and killed over four hundred of them, 
which meant a loss of $6,000, as they were worth 
sixteen cents a pound. I had to pay twenty-two 
cents a pound for live pigs last week. The enclosed 
cards will explain themselves. (The cards referred 
to by Mr. Leigh are business cards of two pork 
shops of which he is proprietor, one at Maisons 
Laffitte and. the other in i’aris.) The one at 
Maisons Laffitte I have had going since January. 
1915, and the one in Paris since January first of 
ttiis year. The Maisons shop made $4. 000 last year 
and is known as the Golden Pig. This shop sells 
supplies at reasonable prices and is the talk of 
France from one end of the trenches to tbp other. 
War makes funny changes. I have a partner In 
it. The one in Paris is mine alone. It cost me 
about $3,509 to fit up and $1,500 to stock. We 
killed between eight and nine hundred pigs for the 
Maisons shop last year. I am getting so expert 
on hogs that I can guess within two pounds of their 
weight nine times out of ten. 

“My only trouble now is capital. Am so short I 
have to buy twice a week. With $2,000 ready cash 
could pick up a bargain quite often. There is 110 
such tiling as credit here. Everything is cash. It 
looks like this terrible war will last eighteen 
months or two years longer. You have no idea 

what it is.”

Short Grass, tile star of the Emil Herz establish- 
ment, lias begun to work at New Orleans after a 
winter’s respite, but will hardly lie ready to do any 
racing before the Crescent City season ends. 

Trainer Ed Gleason and steepcliase rider “Red” 
Simpson are two of Woodbine’s contribution to t lie 
enlistment wave in Canada. Simpson has joined the 
artillery, and Gleason goes with the SiHirtsmen’s 
Battalion. 

Pretty Polly, one of the best mares that ever 
raeed in England, lias been a pronounced failure at 
the stud. An English critic, in a recent refer- 
ence to her, said that up to the present she had 
not thrown anything good enough to even win a 
hunter’s flat race. 

Starter A. B. Dade has been commended from all 
sides on bis excellent work with the barrier at 
the Fair Grounds meeting at New Orleans, lie gets 
the big fields away equally as well as the small 
ones. At the conclusion of the New Orleans meet- 
ing he will rest until time to take up his duties 
at Bowie. 

Senator J. N. Camden, J. C. Milam. .T. Temple 
Gwathmey. F. Ambrose Clark, I*. A. Clark, Jack 
Weaver, S. K. Nichols, S. K. Hughes and 1>. A. 
Langliorne have taken subscriptions to A. 15. Han- 
cock's imported stallion. Wrack. Mr. Gwathmey lias 
also reserved six seasons to tile lnorsc for 1917 
and F. Ambrose Clark lias taken two seasons for 
the same year. 

The two-year-old colt Thorn Bloom, purchased at 
the sale of two-year-olds from August Belmont’s 
French breeding establishment by Mr. Maxwell, is 
at Gravesend in charge of trainer James Fitzsim 
molts. He was sick after his arrival there, and at 
one time his recovery appeared doubtful, but under 
Dr. MeCully’s care he pulled through and now is 
(reported as all right again. 

Electric Park, one of Baltimore's, lutlf-mile 
tracks, has been sold and will lie the scene of a big 
suburban development. The papers have just been 
signed and soon the dance pavilion, the clubhouse, 
the grandstand and fences will all he things of the 
past; new streets will run across the traet, lots will 
lie offered for sale and dwellings, shops and places 
of business will be rising on the site of the former 
amusement report and race track. 

It is reported that there will lie seventy-two days 
i f racing in Germany. Tln-re are three American 
horsemen still in Germany, with little prospect that 
others will go over this year, unless jockey Willie 
Shaw should decide to return and ride for Baron 
Weinberg. Fred Taral is still there training for the 
Weinberg stables, while Withers McCreery handles 
the horses of Baron Oppeuheiuier. George Archi- 
bald, who lias been riding for Baron oppenheimer 
fur four years, is also there. 

Owners’ ideas as to how horses should be treated 
in races often mean trouble for those wlio train 
them. Some horses do not require either whip or 
spur, hut with others the use of both is necessary. 
Touching on this an English writer in mentioning 
the death recently of James Ryan, a well-known 
Newmarket trainer, who. among other important 
winners, prepared Springfield, says that the late 
Mr. II. J. Houldsworth, for wkonie Ryan trained 
nearly fifty years, was opposed to both whip and 
spur. In consequence some of Mr. llouldsworth's 
horses simply loafed in their races, and then, when 
they went into other ownership, where punishment 
was not barred, showed vastly improved form. This 
occasionally caused Ryan's ability as a trainer to lie 
questioned by those who were unaware of the dis- 
advantage under which lie labored iu having to 
treat all Mr. llouldsworth’s horses in the same 
fashion, whether they were sluggards or free goers. 

FOUR OUT OF NINE STARTERS FALL. 

Havana. Cuba. February 22. — American residents 
of Havana turned out in force at Oriental l’ark 
this afternoon. The management made it ladies’ 
day mid. as an added attraction for Washington’s 
birthday race-goers, an aeroplane exhibition before 
tlie last race was given by George Dekay, who 
looped the loop several times. 

Four of nine starters in the fifth race fell on the 
first turn, but the riders ami horses escaped uu- 
bartned. Urquliart. who had the mount on Gales- 
wintlie, was held responsible for the accident and 
the stewards suspended him for the remainder of 
the meeting. 

Dover Barrett of Memphis, was among the visi- 
tors.

HAVANA RACING DRAWS MANY VISITORS. 



Iron Mask Reported to Be at His Best — Imperator's 
Winning Career for His Cuban Owner. 



Havana, Cuba. February 22. — Record numbers of 
tourists are arriving daily in Havana from the 
United States and it looks as if this will be the 
greatest winter season in the history of Cuba. 
With the vast throng are coming many notables, 
some of them prominent in the turf world. Dur- 
ing the last few days James Butler and a party 
of friends and Jefferson Livingston and his party 
were here. Mr. Butler is taking his annual 
winter vacation. This year, instead of going direct 
to California, lie decided to visit southern Florida 
and then Cuba before going to the coast. Mr. But- 
ler will, of course, pay Juarez a visit. 

Mr. Livingston is racing a string of horses here, 
in charge of Mose Goldblatt, one of which is the 
great sprinter iron Mask. Goldblatt iias the son 
of Disguise iu better condition than he lias been in 
two or three years. He is pointing the horse for the 
Havana Handicap, which will lie run on February 
24. the Cuban national holiday. Mr. Livingston will 
lie here to see Iron Mask run in this race and. if 
all goes well, he will probably have the satisfaction 
of being presented with the handsome gold medal 
which the Havana City Council lias donated to the 
owner of the winning horse. Iron Mask is un- 
doubtedly the "fastest horse here and in his previous 
effort was Ifc'ateti l>y Imperator only through a 
fluke.

1 for Hamilton Keene, who then disposed of him to 
Senor Tolon.

Doyle li^t the mount on Imperator on last Tues- 
day. Schuttinger having gone to Maryland. Schut-
